1953 was the first year for which the International Or- 
ganizations Section of the Library of Congress made an 
intensive effort to identify all international non-govern- 
mental meetings and to acquire systematically the docu- 
ments relating to them. 

A separate list of 399 additional meetings, both non- 
governmental and governmental, which convened in 
1953, is appended. There are indexes for the subjects of 
the meetings and the names of the organizations con- 
cerned.

PUBLICATIONS FID 


Periodicals of international organizations 


The 2nd edition of the Directory of Periodicals of 
International Organisations has appeared in March 
1959. The Directory has been prepared and published by 
the Union of International Associations, Palais d’Eg- 
mont, Brussels (UIA publ. 162). FID acted as co-spon- 
sor (FID publ. 318). A French version (UIA 161, FID 
317) has also appeared. 

Whereas the 1953 edition described 699 periodicals 
and did not include those of the intergovernmental or- 
ganizations, the present edition contains descriptions of 
292 periodicals of inter-governmental and 1048 of inter- 
national non-governmental organizations. 

The 241-pages Directory costs US $3, 21/- sterling or 
equivalent.

The National Science Foundation, Washington, star- 
ted a Science Information Service with the issue of Fe- 
bruary-March 1959. The bi-monthly periodical will pro-
